It waa natural 
that ita lethal rj'.ialltiefi ahould l>u as- 
el'iliej to tlie iireseiiee of mieroseopio 
ori;Aaiama— a thcry, however, which 
has been disproved by actual ox|iori- 
ment. The venom of the cobra dl oar 
polio and tlio for du Inuco. Ineloeod lo 
a Hterili/.ed vcaael and exposed for 
three hours to a ti.>inperalure of ISA de- 
grees t'euligrado, still retains its pe- 
culiar pnipertios. It is olToctlre oven 
when mixed with alcohol or ammonia, 
and roalats tho action of the moat pow- 
erful uclds. Hueti as euiiatlo potiuih and 
nitrate of ailvor. Sfi;il:e veiiimi in its 
natural state, though somewhat like 
ordinary aallva, la less fluid and 
moro gummy, Ita eo'.or varying 
from amber to clear yellow. It 
drit^ ra|ii(lly on exposure to tho 
itlr, when, while rotaiuing its natural 
eolor. It beoomas glassy and shining. 
The latest authority on Its chemical 
composition Is M. Armaad Gautler. 
A^er aoalyzlngniany apeeiineun he has 
come to the coucluaion that tho active 
principle of all snake venom is animal 
alkaloid analagous to that which la 
found In a pulrlfylng body; and how 
deadly that la. ir.iny an unfortunate 
surgeon, at elilentally liioeulated while 
makUig an autopsy, haa found to iiia 
isosU The veuoni Is neither a virus 
nor a fei inent. . It is a septlo prlnoiplu 
like strychnine' and digitalis, and. like 
strychnine and digitalis, it nots always 
in the same way. other things boing 
equal. Hence (itssuming the correut- 
nesa of M. Uautior'a theory) the veuum 
ot the English vliMirand the cobra arc 
praotloally idonticitl. tho bllo of the 
iattor boing more fatal simp'y be- 
cause nature liius ]>rovided him 
with a (jreater ahundaiico of 
septic matter. According to Ur. Weir 
Milcbell aad^. Other aatbo(li|es the 
glands of tlie vlpor oonialn 10 oentl- 
pralliluea of veijoin. those of the rat- 
tledlmki' finm 1^ to HI eent!>framme8, 
of tho Indian ua;;a l.!IO (.'rainmes. The 
Thrulonoe ot tho venom, or rather the 
vigor of the aorpont, la, moreover, 
modified by climate and temporaturo. 
In the higher parts of .Mnrliniquo, for 
Instanee, the pulaou from anakes is 
niiu li KtsH ilari)jeroiia and much loss 
frequent than In the valleys and 
plaiaft Tha greater tresh ae si of 
mtAnUin air lowers the santn Vitality, 
and though his store of venom may be 
the same ho strikes his enemy or his 
prey with dimluUhsd enarcy. Snakes 
only enjoy tba fullness of tholr powers 
in low latitude'. Cold stupofles thaiii, 
Tho European viper In'canusa torpid In 
winter, aud mena;ferie aaaked ai-e 
roused with dillleulty from tholr 
habitual liini^uor. On tho other hand, 
cold-blooded aulinals— incillusks.nshes, 
frogs, turtle!) and snakes themsolves— 
are Impervious to the poison which the 
latter seorelo. The only warm- 
blooded eroaturos proof airaiaat It are 
jilgs, an Immunity which they owe tc 
tho thlokness ot their adlposo tissue.
